Where the White Women At? 

Discrimination lawsuit shows Orange County still struggles with racism 


D espite our gorgeous beaches, jeal¬ 
ousy-inspiring weather, breathtak¬ 
ing cultural diversity and renowned 
theme parks, Orange County’s contribu¬ 
tions to world his¬ 
tory haven’t always 
been uplifting. 

We’re ground 
zero in the embar¬ 
rassing government 
failure of privatizing 
public roads. Over 
the years, we’ve 
produced one of 
the kookiest, angri¬ 
est, sex-obsessed, 
doomsday-anxious, 
bigoted, political 

cultures in our nation’s annuals. And 
it wasn’t long ago when judges here 
allowed trial lawyers to blatantly kick 
non-Caucasians off juries without any 
pang of guilt. 

Our self-styled fiscally conservative 
county supervisors defied conventional 
wisdom to drive one of the wealthiest 
locales on Earth into what was in 1994 
the world’s largest municipal bank¬ 
ruptcy. And yes, we routinely supply 
humanity with big-haired, televangelist 
freak shows of two-faced, money¬ 
craving con artists, who—you can’t 
make this up—use church donations to 
purchase separate, ocean-view, mul¬ 
timillion-dollar mansions in Newport 
Coast for their dogs. 

Thankfully, some of these offenses 
are becoming distant memories. In 
the lifespan of this publication, which 
turned 18 years old last month, Orange 
County has become a decidedly more 
open-minded, cosmopolitan environ¬ 
ment. For proof of this fact look no 
further than The Orange County Regis¬ 
ter. Long the region’s most protective 
guardian of the local establishment and 
stale notions of yesterday, the Register 
nowadays makes an effort to sell our 
turf and populace as hip. Yet, we still 
see examples of hillbilly backwardness. In 
Los Alamitos, a white, Republican, elected 
official celebrated our country’s first black 
president in 2009 by distributing an image 
of the White House lawn turned into a 
watermelon patch. A few years later, a 
white, elected, Republican official in Ful¬ 
lerton emailed other conservative activists 
a doctored image of Barack Obama and his 
parents as a family of chimpanzees (hardy 
har har). 

Obama isn’t fretting the racists, of course. 
He’s a two-term U.S. president who will 
live the rest of his life in an elite, pampered 
cocoon. But as 2014 approaches—nearly a 
half-century after the enactment of historic, 
anti-discrimination laws—shouldn’t a black 
woman be able to live her daily life in OC—a 
place where African-Americans comprise 
less than 2 percent of the population—free 


of 1950s, Alabama-style prejudice? 

As I first reported on the Weekly’s Navel 
Gazing news blog, the Fair Housing Council 
of Orange County (FHCOC) this month 
won a federal consent decree against the 
ownership/management of Orange Plaza 
Apartments. The order, signed by U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Beverly Reid O’Connell 
in Los Angeles, is in response to the 2011 
experience of Barbara Johnson, an African- 
American woman who answered a Craig- 
slist ad for a two-bedroom apartment in the 
city of Orange. After Johnson visited the 
complex and wanted the unit, management 
told her it was unavailable. 

Three days later, she saw a new ad had 
been placed for the same property, so she 
contacted the FHCOC, which sent two 


undercover “testers” to the complex. A 
manager told the first tester, an African- 
American woman, there were no available 
units. Minutes later, a second tester, this 
one a white woman, visited and—voila!— 
was eagerly encouraged to lease a suddenly 
available unit, according to a 2012 lawsuit 
filed by FHCOC on Johnson’s behalf. 

Malcolm Jerome Winer, the owner of 
the complex, admitted no wrongdoing, 
but to settle the litigation, he agreed to pay 
$60,000 to the plaintiffs, post conspicuous 
anti-discrimination notices at the property 
and attend fair-housing training once a year 
for two years. 

You can add the Winer case to other 
recent annual FHCOC courthouse vic¬ 
tories. According to records, it has won 
consent decrees and awards against 
Kensington Manor Apartments in Garden 


Grove in 2010 ($50,000 for discriminating 
against families with children); Sam and 
Nina Chang, owners of two Buena Park 
apartment complexes, in 2011 ($70,000 for 
discriminating against the disabled); and 
last year against the Monterey Pines Apart¬ 
ments in Tustin ($66,000 for discriminating 
against families with children). 

MURDER ON THE MENU 

Assistant United States Attorney Jennifer 
Chou couldn’t keep the puzzled smile off 
her face during an Oct. 11 hearing in which 
Adelina Cristobal was scheduled to change 
her plea to guilty for ordering a $6,500 
murder of her daughter’s boyfriend. 

The petite, chained Cristobal, 45 with a 
face 20 years advanced, appeared with her 


public defenders and a Spanish transla¬ 
tor in U.S. District Court Judge Josephine 
Staton’s Santa Ana courtroom and wanted 
the benefits of pleading guilty before 
trial—a reduction in charges and more 
lenient punishment. 

Chou and Cristobal, who refused to sign 
a formal guilty plea, had agreed to a short 
factual basis describing the crime, but Sta¬ 
ton didn’t believe the summary adequately 
underscored that the defendant—the co¬ 
owner of Mar de Oro, a Mexican restaurant 
in Lawndale—conspired in January to 
commit murder, wanted the victim told 
who arranged the hit before the killing, 
sought cell-phone photographs of the gory 
aftermath and ordered the corpse made to 
disappear near Tijuana. 

Cristobal repeatedly told Staton she is 
“guilty,” yet when the judge—who wanted 


to ensure the defendant couldn’t later claim 
her confession didn’t involve conspiracy- 
asked if she’d specifically hired co-defen¬ 
dant Antonio Quevedo to find a hit man, 
she steadfastly refused to answer. 

“Then I won’t accept her guilty plea,” 
declared the judge, who observed a Nov. 5 
trial had been set and left the bench. 

While Chou studied her cell phone, Cris¬ 
tobal huddled with her advisers. Intense 
discussions ensued, and 21 minutes later, 
the exasperated defendant, who’d unwit¬ 
tingly hired a wire-wearing, undercover 
federal agent as the would-be hit man with 
a $500 down payment, conceded. Staton, 
who recently dropped her previous last 
name of Tucker, returned to the court¬ 
room, asked her questions, got answers and 
ordered a Jan. 24 sentencing. 

FIFTY BUCKS ON THE CHARGERS 

Pat Fondarella probably won’t be tak¬ 
ing bets on upcoming sporting contests 
after federal prosecutors in Orange 
County filed charges this month claim¬ 
ing the Foothill Ranch resident spent 
at least the past four years violating 
anti-bookmaking laws for Coast2Coast 
Sports, a Costa Rica outfit. 

According to the government, Fond¬ 
arella managed a multiperson phone 
and website operation that earned at 
least $60,000 monthly from bets. 

The case is on a speed track. 

On the same day the charges were 
announced, the 55-year-old hous¬ 
ing contractor with ties to Nevada 
signed a guilty plea. Fondarella faces a 
maximum punishment of three years 
in prison and a fine double of the ill- 
gotten gains at ayet-to-be scheduled 
sentencing hearing. 

CASTRO IS COMING! 

U.S. Representative Joaquin Castro 
(D-San Antonio), of the identical-twin 
political duo from Texas, is scheduled 
to present the keynote speech at Sat¬ 
urday’s 19th Annual Harry S Truman 
awards dinner, the local Democratic Party 
soiree. Castro’s brother, Julian, is the San 
Antonio mayor who gave a popular perfor¬ 
mance at the Democrat’s last presidential 
convention. Go and ask Joaquin why he, a 
Harvard-trained lawyer born five weeks 
after President Richard M. Nixon resigned 
following the Watergate scandal, signed off 
on allowing the National Security Agency 
unprecedented snooping rights against 
innocent American citizens. Past key¬ 
note speakers include John Kerry, Jerry 
Brown, Gavin Newsom, Barney Frank and 
Nancy Pelosi. Tickets for the event, held 
from 5 p.m. to 9 p.m. at the Magic King¬ 
dom Ballroom at the Disneyland Hotel in 
Anaheim, cost $150—or $125, if you’re a 
Young Democrat.

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For 0C MM/y photojournalist Andrew Youssef, 
life was music. Then came cancer 


S neakers squeaking 
on white tiles, 
Andrew Youssef 
roams Long Beach 
Memorial Hospital. 
It’s 5:30 p.m., and 
for the bespectacled, 
well-mannered 
pharmacist, that 

means quitting time. He isn’t heading 
home to a sloshy TV dinner, a plush 
couch and HBO. Instead, he can’t wait 


to ditch his scrubs and pursue his 
true calling—his night job. 

Youssef dips into the locker room 
and rips off his turquoise jump suit. 
As a freelance concert photographer 
over the past seven years, he has shot 
everyone from Black Sabbath to Cold 
War Kids. The rush to change and get 
back into the action has hardly lost 
its thrill. Switching into his usual all¬ 
black uniform of jeans, a T-shirt and 
a windbreaker, he fetches his trusty

Nikon D4 and his blue bag of pills and 
is off into the neon night. 

Nearly three years ago, Youssef was 
diagnosed with Stage 4 colon cancer. 
Since then, he has held fast in a heroic 
battle against the illness. His survival 
rate past five years was less than 6 
percent. Today, as the cancer in his 
body advances, the 38-year-old finds 
himself nearing the end of his fight; 
recently, doctors gave him weeks to 
months to live.

During his epic struggle with the 
disease, on a good night, if everything 
went right, Youssef would drive out of 
the hospital with time to spare, a subtle 
grin on his face in the waning moments 
of purple-stained sunlight. Heavy-metal 
guitars would rattle his car windows. 
Watching his transformation from hospi¬ 
tal pharmacist to a concert photographer, 
most people would never know they’d 
witnessed something akin to Clark Kent 
becoming Superman. 

“I wonder how I did it sometimes,” 
Youssef says. “There were times when 
I’d be up until 3 a.m., and my alarm 
would ring for me to work at the hospi¬ 
tal a few hours later at 6:15 a.m. There’s a 
certain adrenalin you get from being able 
to do that.” 

Youssef has the art of pre-show prep 
down to a science. Tips such as clear¬ 
ing his memory cards after every gig 
and scouting a band’s stage lighting are 
coiled up with nagging reminders to take 
Lomotil and Imodium to prevent diar¬ 
rhea, nausea or other stomach problems 
in the middle of a shoot. He never ate 
right before a gig. Impeccable hydration 
was a must. 

As he’d zoom down the freeway, he 
would run through his meticulous men¬ 
tal notes: Has he shot this band before? 
What’s the route to the venue’s nearest 
bathroom should he need to stumble in 
and throw up? Where should he post up 
in the photo pit to get a good shot with¬ 
out getting trampled? Exactly how long 
should he wait for the woozy side effects 
of his chemo to kick in before ducking out 
to his car? 

Looking back on the stress Youssef has 
endured for his craft, he recalls the con¬ 
cern of friends who worried he wasn’t 
getting enough rest. “I’ll sleep when I’m 
dead,” he remembers thinking. “If I have 
the energy to do something, I’m gonna 
do it. Because there’s gonna come a time 
when I won’t have it.” 

F rom the day of his devastating diag¬ 
nosis, Youssef has had every oppor¬ 
tunity to wallow, shut out the world 
and let his illness quietly choke 
whatever spirit he had left. Luckily, 
he didn’t let that happen. Instead, he 
vigorously embraced his passion as a con¬ 
cert photographer. Powered by relentless, 
defiant—some would say bat-shit crazy- 
ambition, he crisscrossed Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, the country, even the world to cap¬ 
ture more than 330 shows since the arrival 
of the Big C. His day job as a pharmacist 
in a hospital affords him the professional 
knowledge of how bad his health situation 
could get should he push himself too hard. 

Despite that, his desire to fulfill his con¬ 
cert and photography bucket list has taken 
his experience as a fan and his relation¬ 
ships with some of his favorite artists to 
startling heights. He has befriended rock 
stars, received beyond royal treatment at 
shows, even dined with elusive Nine Inch 
Nails front man Trent Reznor (who now 
follows him on Twitter). 

Helmet’s Page Hamilton, a revered 
renaissance man and alt-metal figure 
since the ’90s, used to see Youssef at 
just about every show the band would 


play in LA, and in 2007, they struck up 
a friendship. During the Christmas sea¬ 
son after he was diagnosed, Hamilton 
showed up one day at Youssef’s home 
for a jam session. The squealing white 
noise of Hamilton’s guitar echoed along¬ 
side Youssef’s deft guitar chugging. “I 
just felt in my heart at that moment that 
he was gonna get through it,” Hamilton 
says. “It’s just devastating.” 

Youssef’s column for OC Weekly’s 
Heard Mentality blog, Last Shot, recounts 
his experiences with cancer in harrowing 
and heartbreaking detail, a stark tribute to 
his awe-inspiring courage. 

It has given his last days one hell of 
a soundtrack. 


F or the past nine months, Youssef 
has spent most Wednesday eve¬ 
nings on a laptop with the daunt¬ 
ing task of condensing the tough¬ 
est years of his life into 450-word 
chunks for all to see. From the 
living room of his family’s middle-class, 
one-story home, he types methodically, 
his computer on his knees, skinny limbs 
sunken into a brown, marshmallowy 
recliner. The house is tucked inside a 
Downey cul-de-sac; a lone palm tree on 
the lawn guards the door, a large front 
window and its faded drapes. 

About two-and-a-half years after 
his diagnosis, Youssef had shared the 
news of his illness with only his clos¬ 
est friends, family and colleagues. Even 


as the disease advanced, he worked 
hard, as always. Rarely one to surren¬ 
der to aches and pains, he was even 
less likely to talk about them. But then 
after so many years of watching and 
reading about people dying from the 
same affliction, Youssef had a change of 
heart. In late February, he started writ¬ 
ing his column, chronicling his struggle 
with cancer. 

The disease had come out of nowhere 
in early 2011. At first, he didn’t know 
what was wrong. He’d lost about 20 
pounds and seemed to be getting sick 
more easily than usual. Then, during an 
assignment shooting Gang of Four at the 
House of Blues for the Weekly, Youssef 


was seized by stomach pain and nau¬ 
sea—he’d barely made it through the 
gig before stumbling to his car. Streaks 
of blood in his stool, he says, “should’ve 
raised more red flags.” 

Soon after, Youssef passed out at work 
and was rushed to the ER. A colonos¬ 
copy and a CT scan revealed spots in 
his liver. Later, the doctor sat with him 
and his parents to deliver nine terrible 
words that stuck vividly in his mind: 
“You have colon cancer that’s spread to 
your lungs.” 

Youssef immediately broke down. How 
could this have happened? He was young, 
ran marathons and ate right. By his esti¬ 
mation, he was a good person. He didn’t 
deserve this. 


But there was no time for self-pity. 
The doctors immediately wheeled him 
into surgery to remove a tumor that was 
blocking 98 percent of his colon. The 
operation left him with a zipper-like 
scar on his abdomen. The simplest tasks 
became excruciating: rolling over onto 
one side or walking from his hospital bed 
to a chair. The cancer had already spread 
diffusely to Youssef’s liver, like a point- 
blank shotgun blast. 

Days dragged by, filled by tear-stained 
conversations with a handful of friends 
over the phone and with his parents and 
brother, who rotated shifts by his side 
at the hospital. He dutifully emailed his 
employers, telling them he’d be out of 


commission—he didn’t know for how 
long. Youssef no longer attended shows, 
which only enhanced his depression. 
Because of the surgery, he missed shoot¬ 
ing Coachella 2011. He managed to watch 
a few minutes of the live stream of the 
Indio festival in bed before closing his 
laptop in disgust. “The sad part is I barely 
even had the strength to lift up my laptop 
at that point,” he recalls. 

Two months later, after moving from 
Huntington Beach back to his parents’ 
house in Downey, Youssef decided to get 
back to the business of shooting shows. “I 
knew I had to get up and regain some sort 
of active life, or I would die a lot quicker,” 
he says.

The first show on his list was Fleet Foxes 
at the Hollywood Palladium in September 
2011. Days before, he prepared himself by 
doing laps around the house with a cam¬ 
era bag strapped over his shoulder. 

For the first time in years, Youssef found 
himself asking for a ride to the show. One 
of his friends and fellow photographers, 
Lindsey Best, was kind enough to not only 
drive him up, but also watch over him as 
he sat against the barricade, conserving 
his energy for the headliner. 

The roar of fans and the sight of Fleet 
Foxes’ grinning, bearded front man, Robin 
Pecknold, walking onstage gave him the 
lightning bolt of adrenalin he needed. 
He remembers barely having the arm 
strength to hold up one of his 8-pound 
cameras. But he heaved himself up and 
held the camera, which felt like an anvil in 
his trembling hands. Youssef adjusted the 
shutter speed to account for his shaking, 
and before he knew it, it was over. He’d 
made it through the allotted three songs. 

When Best dropped him off at home, 
they hugged goodbye. Holding each other 
in her car with the motor running, they 
both began to break down. 

“I couldn’t believe after all I had been 
through that I successfully attended a 
concert and photographed the show,” 
Youssef wrote in his second column, 
titled “Helplessness Blues at a Fleet 
Foxes Show,” published this April. “For 
those three songs, I momentarily forgot 
I had cancer. It was and still is the best 
feeling in the world. I was back doing one 
of the things I loved to do the most.” 


Arabic name, Atef). The trio couldn’t 
have looked any more out of place. 

By the time he hit his teenage years, 
the skinny, fair-skinned, Brillo-haired 
boy was addicted to concerts of the metal 
and grunge variety—the sounds that 
dominated his adolescence. Even his 
parents, both retired librarians, bucked 
just about every vocational stereotype, 
allowing their sons to blast KISS and the 
Scorpions as they drove to hockey games 
with the windows of the family’s Chev¬ 
rolet Caprice Classic down. 

After graduating high school, Youssef 
left home to study pharmacy at Univer¬ 
sity of the Pacific, a career he picked on 
a whim in high school but had a knack 
for, thanks in part to his father’s stark 
change in professions from library sci¬ 
ence to perfumery. With an animated 
charm and passion for business, Art 
opened his own perfume/cologne stores 
in the mid-’90s, one in Downey and 
another in Torrance. 

Day after day, Youssef would work for 
his dad, sorting various classifications, 
compounds and chemical ingredients of 
various scents. Even today, the inven¬ 
tory of the business they ran for 15 years 
lingers in the Youssef home, a glass dis¬ 
play case filled with boxes of Yves St. 
Laurent, Liz Claiborne and Dior collect¬ 
ing dust in a corner of the family room. 
Art still hawks some of it on eBay when 
he can. 

Since moving back home with his par¬ 
ents, Youssef now keeps his strength up 
by practicing his chops on one of two 
Marshall half stacks and a multicolored 
arsenal of pedals and electric guitars. 
But the initial buzz he got in the local 



T o understand Youssef’s love for 
concert photography, you have 
to know about Judas Priest’s 
Defenders of the Faith tour 
stop at the Long Beach Arena 
in 1984. It was the height of the 
’80s metal scene, crusty Sunset Bou¬ 
levard types, with Viking hair, black 
leather and forearm spikes, roamed the 
pit like Mad Max extras. It was on this 
sweat-drenched, beer-splattered floor 
that a 9-year-old Youssef found himself 
at his first concert, tagging along with 
his 14-year-old brother, Pat, and their 
father, Art (an Americanized take on his 


music scene was with a point-and-shoot 
camera, not a guitar. He’d snuck it into 
a Juliana Hatfield show at the Knit¬ 
ting Factory in 2006. Youssef has been 
enamored by her “honey-sweet vocals 
and chunky Gibson SG guitar riffs,” he 
says, since his days as a college DJ. Most 
of the photos he snapped were embar¬ 
rassingly blurry. But the few good ones 
provided enough excitement to inspire 
his devotion to the lens. He started a 
grassroots indie-music blog, Amateur 
Chemist, in 2006—it was not only his 
outlet, but also an excuse to photograph

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and review as many shows as he could 
get to. 

It was then, in the heyday of the 
Detroit Bar’s musical reign, that Youssef 
met Dave Segal, the Weekly’s wiry, 
eclectic, then-music editor. At the time, 
Segal was looking for more vigorous live 
coverage of OC’s music scene, and after 
a brief introduction and a few drinks, 
Segal recruited Youssef to join the free¬ 
lance pool, where he garnered a reputa¬ 
tion as a tireless photojournalism beast. 

Talk to just about any photographer 
that has shared a pit with Youssef, and 
tales of his Herculean strength usually 


Much thanks for this feat is owed to 
his savior/nemesis chemo drug Erbitux 
(Cetuximab), which often prevented 
him from falling asleep. But it was the 
abnormal (or perhaps normal) part of 
his psyche that allowed him to see his 
compulsion to stay up all night doing 
what he loved as an advantage. “One 
could argue that most healthy peo¬ 
ple shouldn’t try to accomplish such 
things,” he wrote in one column. “Good 
thing I’m not healthy.” 

Youssef’s coverage of his battle 
with cancer serves as a topographical 
map of the daily peaks and valleys in 
his fight for survival. Usually, the bad 
(his crippling loss of strength, medi¬ 
cation-induced acne rashes and mood 



coincide with a time post-diagnosis, 
when he was probably too sick to even 
be outside. His column describes weeks 
spent flying across the country: to Chi¬ 
cago to photograph underappreciated 
’90s bands such as Hum, a sunburnt 
double weekend in Indio for Coachella, 
aboard a plane to San Francisco to shoot 
at Outside Lands. There was the time he 
photographed two shows on opposite 
ends of LA County in one night—catch¬ 
ing Muse at the Staples Center in a LA, 
then his favorite post-punk act Quick¬ 
sand at the Glass House in Pomona, at 
least an hour away. 


swings) felt every bit as real as the good 
(befriending NYC alt-metal outfit Hel¬ 
met, getting guitars signed by his idols 
Meshuggah, impulsive flights to catch 
shows in Godknowswhere, USA). 

Folded into the emotional aspect of 
his weekly commentary has been tips 
for cancer patients—know your medica¬ 
tions inside and out, be your own advo¬ 
cate, and never be scared to ask for a 
better explanation from your doctor. It’s 
the kind of mentality, coupled with his 
wit and knowledge as a pharmacist, that 
made him the best and worst patient. 

“I’m the best in that [doctors] auto- 
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matically assume I know everything 
about my condition, so they miss tell¬ 
ing me some things they should’ve told 
me,” he explains. “But I’m the worst 
in that they know if they mess up, I’ll 
know about it and be able to call them 
out very quickly.” 

Through the column, Youssef says, 
he hopes to inspire other patients to 
tear the skin off their polite, jargon- 
filled discourse with doctors and ask for 
their disease and their treatment to be 
explained in, as Youssef’s mother would 
put it, “living-room language.” 

“What’s happening with that blog 
is part of the future,” says Caroline, 
adjusting her glasses and streaks of 
gray hair while sitting at home next to 
her husband, a balding, Egyptian-born 
immigrant. “People are going to be 
blogging about their illnesses and shar¬ 
ing their complaints and sharing things 
the health community is not talking to 
them about.” 

E ven at the height of his sickness, 
all the Make-A-Wish magic in the 
world hadn’t prepared Youssef to 
sit across from Trent Reznor, two 
paper plates of craft-service food 
on the table between them. 

For a fan who has listened to Nine Inch 
Nails for his entire adult life, addicted 
to the heavy, serrated synths and brood¬ 
ing imagery that compelled him to fol¬ 
low their every move, this was about as 
surreal as it could get. Only a few hours 
earlier, Youssef and his brother walked in 
through the back of the LA Sports Arena, 


peeping around the corner to watch 
Reznor and company rehearsing for their 
upcoming fall arena tour. It had been 
barely a week since the two had been 
among a packed crowd at the Troubadour, 
probably as intimate a gig as the band has 
ever played locally. 


It’s still a little unclear just how Reznor 
had heard about Youssef, but there are 
theories. Maybe he’d seen the column 
Youssef had written about shooting the 
band at this year’s Outside Lands; perhaps 
someone in NIN’s inner circle who knew 
of Youssef’s situation and dedicated fan- 
hood tipped off the right people. But on 


Aug. 29, just after midnight, Youssef heard 
a chirp on his phone that notified him of 
one of the simplest, most unbelievable 
messages he has ever received: “Trent 
Reznor now follows you on Twitter.” 

For the record, Youssef is one of about 
200 people out of Reznor’s more than 1.6 


million followers to hold that distinction. 
Naturally, he was floored—and mysti¬ 
fied. A day later, Reznor emailed Youssef 
directly, personally inviting him and 
his brother (also a huge NIN fan) to the 
band’s ultra-intimate Troubadour show. 

The band’s team made sure Youssef 
and his brother had the best seats in the 



house. Following the show, NIN’s tour 
manager extended another invitation 
their way, this time to spend five days 
watching rehearsals at the Sports Arena. 
So there they were. 

“I was loaded up on medications in 
order to get me through the time spent 
there, as I was well-aware this was a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity,” Youssef 
later wrote of the experience. “It never 
got old seeing some of my favorite songs 
performed back to back.” 

Whenever they dimmed the lights to 
rehearse their visually explosive show, 
Youssef found a way to sneak in tears of 
gratitude and dry them quickly before 
the lights went up. For a half hour every 
day of that week, he and Reznor ate 
lunch together, talking about everything 
from Breaking Bad to his resolve to battle 
cancer to the end. When it was all over, 
Youssef left with a signed Dave Smith 
Instruments Prophet 12 synthesizer that 
he’d bought from the band (for a steal)— 
signed by every member. It sits trium¬ 
phantly in his family’s home next to his 
favorite chair and his Apple desktop; 
when the mood strikes, he’s liable to lean 
over and plunk out the riffs on “March 
of Pigs.” 

Ihis is the most difficult col¬ 
umn I will ever write.” 

Those were the only 
words Youssef could think 
of to start his column on 
Sept. 26, barely a week 
after his oncologist’s final bullet of

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sobering news. The new chemical tri¬ 
als he was taking as a last-ditch effort 
to cure his cancer hadn’t worked. There 
was nothing else his doctors could do. 
It was recommended he seek palliative 
care, then hospice. The amount of time 
doctors predicted was piercingly vague: 
“weeks to months.” 

To reserve what was left of his emo¬ 
tional fortitude, he restricted himself 
to calling a handful of close friends and 
family to circulate the news, share tears 
and endure canyons of dead silence over 


I’m sure he is, too. But when it matters 
to him, he’s staying. He’s gonna make 
sure he hears that band.” 

Youssef is reserving his dwindling 
energy supply for a few choice endeav¬ 
ors, including using a pair of tickets to 
see NIN again in LA on Nov. 8. “He’s 
planning to go and do another shoot,” 
says Art. Though he fights to hold back 
his tears, his quivering, accented Eng¬ 
lish conveys hopefulness and heart¬ 
break. “He’s still planning to go, and God 
help him. And we love him for it.” 

This week, Youssef drove to Long 
Beach to meet up with Dexter Holland, 
the Offspring front man and OC punk 



the phone. The evening after his col¬ 
umn was posted, his brown recliner sat 
empty; he went to LA to shoot a Depeche 
Mode concert. 

For plenty of local media types, 
Youssef’s fight has made him a folk 
hero. On the opening night of Depeche 
Mode’s three-night stand at the Staples 
Center in October, he was mobbed by 
concerned colleagues anxious to talk 
to him. It felt unnatural; he missed the 
old thrill of slipping in, taking shots and 
disappearing before anyone knew he 
was there. 

That night, he didn’t want to talk 
about his struggle to carry his equip¬ 
ment or his muscles fighting fatigue, 
with Ritalin to keep him awake. It was 
about taking that perfect shot of moody 
front man David Gahan singing with his 
eyes open, something that rarely hap¬ 
pened and would certainly make his gal¬ 
lery of photos stand out. It was about the 
thrill of having the best vantage point 
in the house to take in the precious 
moments in the presence of one of his 
all-time favorite ’80s bands, possibly for 
the last time. Ironically, he says, it felt as 
if he were shooting his first show again. 
The adrenalin from that show fueled 
him through all three nights. 

“I think Andrew just wants to be nor¬ 
mal and do his job,” says Timothy Nor¬ 
ris, an LA Weekly photographer and one 
of Youssef’s longtime colleagues. “Some 
of us, me included, are more interested 
in just getting home some nights. And 


legend. They befriended each other after 
an interview Holland did for the Weekly 
some time ago. The plan involves one 
more thing Youssef has never done before: 
man the co-pilot controls of a four-seater 
charter plane, as he and Holland (a 
licensed pilot) take off down a runway. As 
always, his camera bag was in tow. 

He takes pride in documenting every 
high point. Each photograph represents 
a notch on his belt that his disease can’t 
take away. “For me, it’s all about trying 
to prove to myself that I wouldn’t let this 
beat me,” Youssef says. “I’d like to think 
I’m just as stubborn as my cancer.” 

In life, maybe there’s no greater joy 
than to watch a person with nothing left 
to give dig deep to somehow find a little 
extra, enough to flip open a laptop and 
release their pain, stand up and leave the 
house, lift a camera and get the shot. 

Whether you discovered Youssef 
through his column, sweated it out with 
him on the front lines of Coachella, or 
are seeing his face for the first time on 
the cover of this newspaper, there’s no 
doubt he has shown people what that 
kind of strength is all about. He reminds 
us that Superman is often the guy you 
least expect—the guy who spends his life 
in the trenches. Though not long for this 
world, he’s prepared to leave it exactly 
the way he should—at peace, hurtling 
towards the clouds, a mortal looking 
down on the world through the lens of a 
god, flying high.

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Cure for the 
Common Reuben 

C4, the new deli from the guys who gave us 
Chapter One, is on its way to becoming great

T he kitchen makes a fabulous Reu¬ 
ben at C4, the new deli opened by 
Jeff Jensen and Jeff Hall, the guys 
who gave us the equally fabulous Chapter 
One: The Modern Local across the street 
in downtown Santa Ana. C4 is ingeniously 
subtitled “The Cure for the Common,” 
and the sandwich is the cure for the com¬ 
mon Reuben. It features a marbled rye, 
those two-toned beauties evocative of 
Shamu or a hot fudge sundae that you 
rarely see anyone use for sandwiches 
anymore. More impressive than that: The 
staff cure their own pastrami. Other sand¬ 
wiches are stuffed with the house-cured 
corned beef. Hot dogs and brats are made 
with responsibly farmed pigs and again, 
done in-house. This is what makes C4 
special and an actual deli, a term too often 
squandered on places that are really just 
sandwich shops and assemblers. 

And C4 Deli hasn’t even reached its 
full potential yet, with big plans in the 
final stages. Among them are charcuterie 
platters, pickled everything, a hot-sauce 
shop and the deli standard of matzo ball 
soup, which isn’t yet offered, but there’s 
already reserved a spot on the menu 
with the words “coming soon” where 
the price would normally be. But the 
two Jeffs have already taken other steps 
toward achieving their lofty goals for C4. 
They’ve consulted with Dean Kim, OC’s 
most respected baker, to develop in-house 
baked breads. The wine and beer are 
curated with the help of Cyrille Hanson, 
whose family started Hi-Time Wine Cel¬ 
lars in Costa Mesa. But perhaps most tell¬ 


ing of their hopes and ambitions for the 
place are copies of Michael Ruhlman’s 
book on salumi and Fergus Henderson’s 
The Whole Beast —tomes both inspira¬ 
tional and aspirational. Both are for sale 
on the same precarious shelves on which 
are arranged chips and bottles of craft 
beer and wine. 

C4, by the way, is housed in a doozy of 
a room, with a soaring ceiling, Gatsby- 
esque Art Deco design motifs, exposed 
brick walls, and a window that stares 
directly at the equally beautiful Santora 
building across the street on Broadway. 
But let’s get back to that Reuben. The pas¬ 
trami is sliced so thin you don’t eat this 
sandwich, but rather breathe it in. So soft 
and tender is the meat, it disintegrates in 
your mouth, melting into its characteris¬ 
tic saltiness. Hugging the pile of pinkness 
is that marble rye, a bread moister than 
pound cake that sags under the weight 
of the filling. In the bulging belly of the 
sandwich, a slather of Russian dressing 
and Swiss cheese have fully ingratiated 
themselves to the meat and the ribbons 
of warmed sauerkraut, with the cabbage 
retaining its snap and overwhelming the 
senses until you hit the finish line of the 
bread’s crunchy crust. This is perhaps 
OC’s greatest Reuben since the one at 
Harry’s Deli in Irvine. 

But C4 doesn’t rest on the laurels 
of this sandwich alone. There’s a pair 
of pork sandwiches that needs to be 
tried after the Reuben. The pork-belly 
sandwich is a ciabatta loaf stuffed with 
griddle-crisped pieces of fatty pork, sau¬ 


teed kale and a black pepper-amped sauce 
that isn’t for anyone who can’t handle 
its lovely funkiness. But even discount¬ 
ing everything else in it, the sauteed kale 
manages to be as intriguing as the sauce 
and the pork, tasting a bit like Southern 
collard greens. Then there’s the Por- 
chetta, a subtler, sweeter sandwich that 
uses the same bread, but with just an 
aioli spread and sauteed broccoli rabe to 
accompany its own griddle slab of seared 
fatty pork. Both are great, bold, greasy, 
crispy and porky—a meal that needs one 
of the offered cold sides as a ground. The 
grilled cheese is flawless, but what grilled 
cheese isn’t? This one is made so that the 
Cheddar and provolone melt and ooze in 
globs that halt just beyond the edge of the 
bread. To order one without the tomato 
soup—a thick, pulpy brew easily mistaken 
for marinara if there were garlic and basil 
in it—would be a crime. 

The deli has in-house sides, as well. 

The potato salad is vinegar-based and 
so light it tastes as if it’s not even there. 
The couscous, the hearts of palm and the 
chickpea salads have different textures 
but similar flavor profiles to that of the 
potato, all of them seasoned with a light 
hand; they could be called bland if they 
weren’t eaten with one of the sandwiches. 
And we already named the pickled eggs 
the best eggs in OC in last week’s Best Of 
issue, so there’s that. 

Let’s talk about the house-made sau¬ 
sages for a moment. The bratwurst is 
a good rustic link, coarse and humble, 
pale yet flavor-packed. But perhaps the 
best sausage is the hot dog, a ruddy meat 
tube twice the girth of a Ball Park frank 
but not as loaded with sodium, deserv¬ 
ing of a better bun, and so good it can 
itself be dubbed “the cure for the com¬ 
mon wiener.”

M ost of you don't have the counte¬ 
nance to weather either of the Mar- 
iscos Hector. If you're a group of women, 
the nearly all-male clientele will ogle you 
as though you're stars taking a break from 
a Brazzers shoot. If you're a man and 
not ready to drink a couple of beers and 
instead just sip on horchata, the waitresses 
will think you have no huevos—ar\ti you 
never want thatto happen. And if you like 
your meals peaceful, forget it: Between 
the live bands, the multiple flat-screen TVs 
showing sports from across the world and 
the jukebox blasting menacing corridos 
praising cuernos de chivo (Mexican Span¬ 
ish slang for AK-47s), Chalino and narcogod 
Joaquin "El Chapo" Guzman, your ear¬ 
drums will be as numb as your lips by the 
time you step out. 

Mariscos Hector in SanTana is one of 
Orange County's most popular Mexican sea¬ 
food spots, places patronized almost exclu¬ 
sively by working-class Mexican men who 
will get drunk off multiple cubetas (buckets 
of beer) and eat gargantuan platters of every 
marine animal imaginable. The first location, 
off Main Street, has a parking lot that hasn't 
had an open spot since the Clinton admin¬ 
istration; the newest venue opened about 
three months ago in the Hell's Kitchen that 
is the intersection of McFadden and Stan¬ 
dard avenues, and it's already packed. The 
food is a bit more expensive than at other 
mariscos palaces—because hot chicas , 
music and big portions of food ain't cheap. 
But the cost is worth it. The aguachile (a 
magnificent Sinaloan dish that finds raw 
shrimp marinating in a pool of chilled lime 
juice that's spiked with a serrano salsa, red 
onions and cucumbers) is so radioactive 
you'll actually shovel in the ruthless in-house 
chiltepfn salsa to cool your palate—and the 
chiltepfn just happens to be one of Mexico's 
hottest chiles. Empanadas come stuffed with 
marlin or shrimp and are always as flaky as 
a chicken pot pie; shrimp and catfish come 
prepared in ways that range from fried to 
drowned in salsa, swimming in a good mojo 
de ajo or studded with capers and olives a la 
huachinango a la veracruzana. Or, if you just 
want to plow through oysters, you can do 
that as well, with an arrangement of salsas 
that range from smoky to tasting akin to 
Worcestershire sauce. 

Now that I think of it, you can survive the 
Mariscos Hector experience. And when 
the machine guns rattle from the speakers, 
don't flinch; just crack open another Bohe¬ 
mia and nod at the paisas around you.

Joe Vieyra of Pee-Wee’s Famous Hot Dogs 

and Hamburgers 


W ith a name like Pee-Wee’s, you 
sort of expect some tongue- 
in-cheek humor. And we did 
get some of that from Joe Vieyra, a man 
with a serious work ethic. His schooling 
included endless hours in the family busi¬ 
nesses, plus influences from some well- 
established brands. 

OC WEEKLY; Who isPee-Wee? 

JOE VIEYRA: Actually, they are the col¬ 
lective Pee Wees, five cousins who are the 
grandchildren of the owner. They all grew 
up locally in OC. 

You’ve been catering since age 11. What were 
you allowed to do in the kitchen?

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Italian parsley—adds a great freshness and 
enhancement to any dish. 

What do you recommend for first-timers? 

I truly believe any reputable hot-dog joint 
is judged by its chili cheese dog—ours is 
tops! 

Your best recent food find: 

A variety of Spanish chorizo at the Great 
Park Farmers’ Market. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

My grandfather’s skirt steak. He developed 
a special recipe the meat marinated in for 
three days—my cousins and I would have 
eaten this 24/7! 

When you worked as a training manager for 
El Polio Loco , what was most challenging? 
Wow—that was some time ago. I do recall 
chopping chicken with a cleaver to be quite 
therapeutic. 

Tell us about your work ethic at 
In-N-Out University. 

Everybody had your back. At the time, 
there were less than 30 stores. We knew 
we were a part of something getting ready 
to explode. If you didn’t carry your weight, 
forget it. 

Favorite chef: 

Alton Brown. Besides his quirky humor, 
which my sons despise when I watch 
his show, I like his approach to cooking.

TJ. Pottinger Moon*Shine 

I 'm still whittling through all the bottles of 
booze I brought back from Kentucky and 
Tennessee this past summer as part of my 
annual sojourn to the South. Almost all of it 
has been great—spicy Virginia bourbons, 
smokey Tennessee whiskeys and the 
beauty that was Buffalo Traces Bour¬ 
bon Cream, which I previously reviewed 
in this column. I'm now currently swim¬ 
ming in one of my favorite finds: the 
beauties distilled by Limestone Branch 
Distillery in Lebanon, Kentucky. 

You want history? The people 
behind this are Steve and Paul 
Beam, great-great-great-great- 
grandsons of Jacob Boehm, 
who just happens to be the 
founder of Jim Beam. Opened 
two years ago to capitalize 
on America's bourbon craze, 

Limestone Branch's distillery 
is a gorgeous, modest building 
just down the street from Ken¬ 
tucky Cooperage, which makes 
the majority of bourbon barrels 
in this country. The Beams 
offer tours, which is essentially 


Steve and Paul taking you to the back of their 
distillery to offer samples, and that's that— 
homespun fun! They specialize in flavored 
moonshines sold underthe Sugar*Shine 
label, which serve as great digestifs. I like 
the hard stuff, though, so went with the T.J. 
Pottinger Moon*Shine. 

THE DRINK 

The Pottinger brand was that of the Beams' 
great-grandpappy, Minor Case Beam, and is 
derived from his original recipe. If you take 
the tour, you'll see this stuff comes from 
sour mash and nothing else, and it tastes 
like it: strong corn notes that settle onto 
the palate and knock you back with a 
mule kick. It's sold in cute little jugs, 
complete with cork top, the better to 
carry around in the front seat of your 
car... or not. 

Only problem? None of Limestone 
Branch's offerings is yet in California, 
let alone OC. My response? If you're 
a serious drinker, you'll travel to Ken¬ 
tucky and do its Bourbon Trail, which 
Limestone joined just this year. Love 
your liver, and head on over to your 
old Kentucky hooch home.

So Many Festivals, 
So Little Sleep 

Wake up, OC cinemaniacs, it’s Indie Fest USA

A nyone else’s eyeballs on fire? 

The fall film-fest follies—we 
began with the SoCal Film Festival 
in Huntington Beach on Sept. 26, the 
Silverado Film Festival on Sept. 27 and 
Irvine’s Silent River Film Festival on 
Oct. 17—continues on Thursday Oct. 24, 
with opening night of the four-day Indie 
Fest USA in Garden Grove. 

Historic Main Street, Village Green 
Park and Gem Theater in that fine city 
will be overtaken by what has evolved 
into the seventh-annual Indie Fest USA 
International Film & Music Festival, and if 
that’s not long enough to make a theater- 
marquee changer weep, consider the co¬ 
sponsor is the Garden Grove Community 
Arts Society. Even Vanna White does not 
have that many vowels. 

The event boasts a car show; arts and 
crafts; a fiesta and an Asian celebration, 
both with traditional and fusion foods; at 
least 14 local and regional bands and solo 
artists steeped in such genres as rock, alter¬ 
native, jazz and folk; and a closing-night, 
Halloween-themed party at which masks 
and costumes are encouraged. 

But you didn’t stumble onto the Film 
page for that hoo-hah. Indie Fest organiz¬ 
ers have also managed to keep movies, 65 
of them, part of its deal. Here are some that 
caught my peepers: 

Operation: Amnesty for All. Cross¬ 
ing the border from Mexico into the U.S. 
illegally has become fodder for countless 
documentaries, but director Brandon 
James Miller relies on the experiences of a 
14-year-old boy. 

Fortune Cookie Prophecies. Director 
Henry Li’s feature-length chiller is about 
a physician trying to keep his wife from 


dying after she opens a fortune cookie fore¬ 
telling her death in four days. In bed? 

The Insomniac. “Inspired by a true 
story,” director Monty Miranda’s feature- 
length suspense flick is about a guy (Eddy 
Salazar) who can’t sleep after coming 
home from a meeting that was canceled, 
only to find someone had broken in. 

Mobster. Writer/producer/director 
Brian Eric Johnson’s “found footage” 
drama is about the West Coast head of the 
Israeli mob, an undercover FBI agent and 
black-market nuclear weapons in LA. Gulp. 
Now I’m the one with insomnia. 

Big In LA. Speaking of La-La Land, this 
music video was booked for Indie Fest 
before it became a YouTube smash thanks 
to a 14-year-old English-schoolgirl singer 
named Joelle, who wears a wig and drawn- 
on eyebrows onscreen due to alopecia. 

The Retreat. Luis Robledo directed this 
thriller that, based on the trailer, is about 
couples getting engaged, screwing and hav¬ 
ing to put up with a freaky clown. 

Getting into these movies in the Gem 
Theater requires a ticket, but there will be 
free screenings in the park of movies with 
Latino (Oct. 24), classic car (Oct. 25) and 
Asian (Oct. 26) themes. You’re encouraged 
to bring blankets or beach chairs. 

The festival also packs workshops and 
seminars. Genevieve Davis—who wrote, 
produced and directed the documentary 
Secret Life, Secret Death (2012); the video 
documentary short On the Trail of a Black 
Sheep (2009); and the short Sweet Nothings, 
a Commedia Dell’Arte Confection (2008)— 
chats about filmmaking early on the after¬ 
noon of Oct. 25. 

Later that same day, actor Noel Gugliemi 
heads a seminar for at-risk youth. You may 


recognize him from Bruce Almighty, Train¬ 
ing Day, and scores of movie and TV roles, 
often as a gangbanger. In real life, he’s a 
Christian who ministers to young people, 
and he appears opposite producer Radhaa 
Nilia in the fest’s opening-night film Hope 
Cafe, which has both their characters 
struggling with faith. 

The next afternoon, actress Sally Kirk¬ 
land, who will be coming off the love she 
lapped up on the red carpet at the afore¬ 
mentioned Silent River festival days, will 
talk about a career that has included nab¬ 
bing an Oscar nomination for Best Actress 
and a Golden Globe win in 1987 for Anna. 
Kirkland’s latest film, Posey, which plays 
at Indie Fest just as it did at Silent River, 
features her as a grandmother bound for 
assisted-care living. 

That same afternoon, actor/casting 
director Billy DaMota (America’s Most 
Wanted, Chopper Chicks In Zombietown, 
Silent Night, Deadly Night 5: The Toy 
Maker) leads a seminar about his DoNot- 
Pay.org campaign against “the casting 


director payola scheme in Hollywood.” 

Indie Fest organizers will present two 
lifetime-achievement awards during 
closing-night festivities, when a total of 
30 awards will be doled out, on Oct. 27. 
Previously announced as a recipient is 
actor Ray Wise, who has been in a ton of 
films and a second ton of TV shows. My 
three favorite roles of his: Laura Palmer’s 
killer dad in Twin Peaks; Dr. Doone Struts, 
the leader of the Shrim Healing Center, in 
Tim and Eric’s Billion Dollar Movie; and 
Skip Reming, the anti-Andy Rooney, on 
Adult Swim’s Newsreaders. 

The other movie star to receive a life¬ 
time-achievement award is ... Sally Kirk¬ 
land! Whoa, how’d that happen?

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The Family That 
Grif ts Together... 

Fast Company at South Coast Rep puts an Asian-American spin on an age-old story

L ost a Facebook friend—one of the few 
I actually know in non-Zuckerberg 
land—after posting the following one 
Mother’s Day: “Regardless of your relation¬ 
ship with your mother, try [to] remember 
she did the best she could. Even if she were 
cruel, manipulative or psychotic, that’s all 
she had to work with. And, screwed up as 
she was, she taught you something, as rot¬ 
ten or dreadful as it may have been.” 

Of course, the turning-lemons-into- 
lemonade homily, even though part of the 
great American myth of rugged individual¬ 
ism and the self-made man and woman, 
clashes with another 
hallowed staple of 
Americana: blaming 
other people for your 
messed-up shit. That 
usually manifests polit¬ 
ically, when fingers 
are pointed at liberals/ 
tea-partiers/centrists/ 

Democrats/Republi- 
cans/red staters/blue 
staters/foreigners / 
whitey/Muslims / 

Jews/the poor/the 
wealthy/whatever. 

But it also manifests 
on a personal level, as 
typified by the family 
at the center of the 
world premiere of 
Carla Ching’s brisk and 
entertaining, if a touch 
cliche-riddled and 
undercooked, play Fust 
Company. A family of 
four Asian-Americans 
whose business is grifting (i.e., conning 
people) becomes embroiled in the classic 
“pig in a poke” swindle, basically switch¬ 
ing an inferior product for the real deal. 

In this case, it’s $1.5 million of real deal, a 
mint copy of Action Comics No. 1, the first 
appearance of Superman. 

Blue (a dynamic Jackie Chung), the 
youngest of our four grifters, knows a copy 
of the book is owned by a Hollywood dude 
known for his “exploding helicopter” mov¬ 
ies. Her plan is to steal it from his mansion, 
replacing it with an expertly forged copy, 
crafted by her brother H (a nuanced Nelson 
Lee). Then she’ll recruit a crew and serve 
as the inside man (the crew member in 
charge) and con some mark into buying the 
original, only to drop another copy into his 
hands at the last moment. 

Unfortunately, H, a hopelessly addicted— 
and very bad—gambler, is in deep with a 
Russian guy threatening to break his legs 
for an outstanding debt. This poses some 
complications for Blue, who must call in 


her retired-from-grifting/stage-illusionist 
brother, Francis (a charismatic Lawrence 
Kao), and the family matriarch, Mable (an 
at-times-a-bit-too-salty Emily Kuroda) in 
for backup. 

Mable’s presence is problematic. More 
Ma Barker than Ma Joad, Mable is a 
tough-as-horse-hide inveterate grifter who 
groomed her three children to follow in 
her footsteps, beginning with a ritual she 
imposed upon them when they turned 
10: Stranding them miles away from their 
house and telling them to get back some¬ 
how. It was their first test, and Blue’s inabil¬ 


ity to return home for more than two days 
was all the proof Mable needed that the kid 
wasn’t cut out for the life. 

Though lacking the grifting skills of her 
older brothers (she has mainly been used 
as the lure), Blue has a keen intellect. She 
studies math at Brown University (more 
as a cover for her criminal lifestyle than 
serious academic endeavor) and has come 
across game theory, which studies human 
interaction and decisions in competitive 
environments as a way to mathematically 
predict outcomes in business, econom¬ 
ics and even poker. The purloining of the 
comic is Blue’s big career move, something 
to elevate her from the lower rung of lure to 
leader of her own crew—which, of course, 
makes bringing in her family to help clean 
up her mess all the more distasteful. 

Ching knows her grifter lingo well and 
is obviously a student and fan of classic 
Hollywood con movies. As is director Bart 
DeLorenzo, who teams with Keith Mitch¬ 
ell to create a slick, very Hollywood-like, 


image-intensive series of moving screens, 
including maps charting characters’ move¬ 
ment (they range from Buenos Aires and 
Las Vegas to New York) to textual projec¬ 
tions of their roles in each con (think Guy 
Ritchie’s music video-cum-film Snatch). 

It’s cinematic storytelling, but it adds to the 
piece’s frenetic pace rather than getting in 
the way of the dialogue. 

But Ching’s script, while clever and 
witty, relies too much on cliches, from “two 
birds, one stone” and “brass tacks” to “cold 
feet.” It’s the kind of dialogue that works 
fine in a period piece for grifters, but these 
are highly intel¬ 
ligent, 21st-century 
grifters (one goes 
to an Ivy League 
school, another 
writes for the eru¬ 
dite sports website 
Grantland), and 
there’s something 
awkward about 
hearing the archaic 
dialogue from their 
mouths. 

The plot also 
feels too simplis¬ 
tic; for such smart 
people capable 
of orchestrating 
advanced cons 
and trained to 
detect any lying 
in others, they 
sure seem to get 
duped very easily. 
Then again, this 
involves a family, 
strained as their personal relationships 
may be, and if anyone intimately knows 
the strengths and weaknesses of one 
another, it is family members. 

Though this is a play awash in grifter 
terminology and an homage to that oft- 
mined strain of American storytelling, 
it’s really a play about family, of lessons 
learned or not, and wisdom received—or 
not. And while we don’t know the end¬ 
game until the play’s final scene (although 
more savvy audience members may have 
deduced it long before), it’s that moment 
when the long con and the human heart 
intersect, providing a satisfying finish to 
a play that heralds the arrival to a major 
American stage of a highly talented and 
quick-witted young playwright.

No RAW Deal 

F irst, you start with the name: RAW: Nat¬ 
ural Born Artists, which must always be 
spelled in CAPS. (And we're talking about 
the artist collective/craft-show empire here, 
notWWE's man operas.) Next comes the 
process to be part of the movement: submit 
an application, and get a yay or nay. Then 
comes the art shows: more like a night at 
Sutra than your grammy's scrapbook festi¬ 
val. Instead of displaying your work on com¬ 
mission or paying a booth fee, artists must 
sell 20 tickets to the event at $15 apiece. In 
return, RAW promises a page committed to 
your work that will live forever on the Inter¬ 
net, professional photos and a promo video, 
free entry into any RAW event thereafter, 
and the option to showcase at any RAW 
show outside of your home state without 
having to sell tickets. 

The idea of pay-to-play deters many 
crafters and artists from signing up, yet 
presale tickets guarantee there'll be a 
crowd—and hot damn, is there a crowd! 
(Take it from someone who has done both 
traditional fairs and RAW—I won't say 
what I sell, as our Mexican In Chief only 
tolerates a small amount of self-promotion.) 
The company rents out huge spaces, fills 
them with chain-link partitions, and crams 
in as many booths as is reasonable—just 
as the traditional arts-and-crafts festivals. 
But the event is also carried by fashion 
shows and bands that have each sold 20 
tickets. Depending on your disposition, it's 
either a huge art party with something to 
constantly fest your eyes upon or a night¬ 
marish sensory overload. 

However, if you make it through the eve¬ 
ning, it's a hustle well-played. Your promo 
photos and videos end up looking not so 
professional, but the crowd is incredibly 
supportive and ACTUALLY WANTS TO BUY 
THINGS! RAW holds a few shows a year in 
OC—the next one is at the venerable Shark 
Club in Costa Mesa—and the events are in 
every major city in the U.S. and expanding 
overseas. Leave the free wine and cheese 
to enticing the art snobs.

I 've never not told stories. I was a bur¬ 
glar when I was 5, an arsonist by the 
age of 6. My father was killed in a house 
fire. My mother abandoned me on a car¬ 
nival midway of woe.

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E arly afternoons are usually not the 
best time to stop by your local bar. 
Fluorescent lights give a harsh sheen 
to sticky floors, and the walls themselves 
seem hungover. But for DJs and avid 
record collectors, daytime is playtime 
when it comes to roaming conventional 
swap meets and wholesalers, as they fill 
the crates with bargain wax. Of course the 
thrill of the hunt would be nice if it came 
with a bit more ambiance than a drab 
industrial park or dense, outdoor bazaar 
crowds in sweat pants. 

But for one Saturday a month, downtown 
Fullerton’s Continental Room—already a cut 
above the average OC dive—dims the lights 
and opens its doors early to vinyl-record col¬ 
lectors who are out to swap, spin and search 
for a new turntable treasure. 

“It started as an idea: There’s nothing 
going on there during the day, and nothing 
like this is happening anywhere near [down¬ 
town Fullerton],” says Zach Nelson, Conti¬ 
nental Room barkeep and one of the event’s 
organizers. “Normally, we open at 2 p.m., 
but for the record swap, we open at noon. 
Cheap drinks and records all day long.” 

Nelson and Hector Waluyo, both vinyl 
aficionados, have organized the past two 
Continental Room record swaps and will 
host another this Saturday. So far, the event 
has occurred on different Saturdays of the 
month, but they are committing to the third 
Thursday of the month for future events. 

Waluyo, already a Continental regular, 
took over booking the event from Continen¬ 
tal Room sound engineer (and Death Hymn 
Number 9 guitarist) Troy Bootow. “Hector 
goes to all the record shows and knows all 
the guys and was able to get a pretty awe¬ 
some selection together for the second 
swap,” Nelson says. “We had about 12 ven¬ 
dors there, about 10,000 records—really, 
really awesome selection.” 


Waluyo has set out to fill the bar with the 
most comprehensive selection of vinyl Ful¬ 
lerton has seen this side of the cassette tape. 
“I’ve been buying records for 8 or 10 years, 
and out of the record shows I’ve been to, I’ll 
contact the vendors that I’ve liked the most 
and let them know that I’m having a record 
show,” he says. “They’re down to try out a 
new crowd, especially in Orange County, 
because there aren’t a lot of shows out here. 

... I’ve walked out each time with about 10 
new records to listen to; there’s always a 
new discovery there.” 

The swap’s hassle-free, day-drinking vibe 
gets a boost from the rotating roster of DJs 
whom Waluyo brings to each event. “I D J 
there, and I like to bring my friends over to 
play records, too. It’s a cool experience for 
other DJs because they aren’t constricted in 
what they have to play,” Waluyo says. “You 
don’t have a club promoter telling you, You 
can’t play that; it’s not dance-y enough for 


this crowd. You’re goingto scare people 
away.’ It’s fun to play whatever you want, 
share music with your friends, and have a 
good time.” 

Both Nelson and Waluyo have spent 
enough time pawing through record crates 
to recognize how special the swap’s selec¬ 
tion is. “As opposed to going to a record 
store, where one person or a small group 
of people are curating the selection, this is 
10 or 12 different people who all bring their 
own curated collection,” Nelson says. “One 
guy brings a bunch of jazz, a couple of guys 
bring a bunch of punk, some guys bring funk 
and soul, and one guy brings only reggae 
45s—everything is there.” 

Assembling a variety of music styles and 
obscure album pressings are a shared pas¬ 
sion of Nelson and Waluyo, who are both 
obsessed with finding what overlooked 
gems could be buried in someone’s back 
bin. And as any vinyl disciple will tell 
you, owning records is a lot more satisfy¬ 
ing than streaming, pirating or otherwise 
downloading songs. “Anybody who collects 
records will say there’s something about 
actually holding the thing in your hand,” 
Nelson says. ‘You’re not just buying a file; 
you’re buying a piece of art_It’s some¬ 

thing real that you can enjoy while listen¬ 
ing to the music.” 

For these collectors, the war is over—and 
digital lost. And at the Continental Room, 
the victors gather to divide their spoils. 

“The format is simple,” Waluyo says. 
‘We’ve got records, we’ve got cheap drinks, 
we’ve got DJs, and occasionally we have 
barbecue, too. Even if you don’t buy records, 
it’s a really good time.”

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Home-Grown Nomads 

Seedless’ wandering reggae earns Sublime praise

G rowing up in Orange, Casey Sul¬ 
livan was heavily influenced by 
two bands: Sublime, a group he 
claims to listen to almost every day, and the 
Beatles. When an Austin-based promoter 
asked if his band Seedless were interested 
in sharing the stage with Sublime With 
Rome, he says, the group jumped at the 
opportunity, even though they at first 
thought they were being put on. 

“Any time you have a chance to be on a 
lineup with those guys, you have to take 
it,” he says. “But it sounded too good to 
be true.” 

Despite not being on tour at the time, the 
group played one warm-up show in Ari¬ 
zona before zipping to Texas, then making 
the 28-hour drive back to Orange County. 
The whirlwind journey may sound glamor¬ 
ous to outsiders, but the roots for the show 
were planted years before. 

Formed in 2006, Seedless’ current status 
took a while to cultivate. Originally called 
Lost In Cali, the quintet adopted their cur¬ 
rent name based not on their love for seed¬ 
less fruits, but rather because they felt it 
was an accurate depiction of their sound. 

“We weren’t feeling our first name and 
didn’t like saying it,” Sullivan explains. 

“Our music doesn’t really have a certain 
style to it. And since it cuts across all 
genres, we thought it’s seedless, since it 
doesn’t stem from any seed of music. Seed¬ 
less seemed like a good basis of what we 
wanted to call it.” 

The band’s early days saw Sullivan and 
drummer Shay Pino jamming before they 
met Grant, a bassist whose band had bro¬ 
ken up. As a trio, they started playing shows 
in Newport Beach in front of friends; it was 
through a friend that they found rhythm 
guitarist Joe Bakhos. A few shows later, at 
a bar in Anaheim, they encountered Matt 
Liufau, who excitedly told them how much 
he enjoyed their reggae-rock sound and 
inquired about joining the budding group. 

During the band’s formative days, 
everyone had a role in putting together the 
music and keeping the ship moving. The 
group collectively came to the conclusion 
they didn’t want to be merely a garage 
band, so they divvied up responsibilities 
on the business side of things, at least until 


they were able to enlist a manager. 

Things started picking up after they 
recorded a demo at 17th Street Studios 
in Costa Mesa. Sullivan says the posi¬ 
tive response to the recording opened up 
more doors locally, including a gig at the 
then-Galaxy Concert Theater opening for 
the Dirty Heads in 2008. The momentum 
continued to build as they opened for the 
Expendables and Rebelution, and their 
music was being played on KROQ’s Locals 
Only program. It also didn’t hurt that Seed¬ 
less’ live shows started to become seamless. 

“Everything got better,” Sullivan says. 
“Gigs started popping up, and the record¬ 
ings and live show got better. People were 
getting pretty stoked.” 

The band’s success can be attributed to 
a strong DIY mentality that Seedless have 
had since their earliest days. And they 
haven’t lost sight of the hard work that has 
gotten them to this point. 

“We’re in the mid-tier right now,” Sul¬ 
livan says. “We’re always looking to get to 
the next level of being a musician and pay¬ 
ing the bills.” 

While it’s easy for them to look back 
on their years of pounding the pavement, 
it took one moment to show them that 
things are headed in the right direction. 

A few weeks ago, Bradley Nowell’s sister, 
who is a fan of the quintet, invited Seed¬ 
less to the home of the late Sublime front 
man’s father. After spending a day with the 
Nowell family, it reaffirmed the vision the 
group outlined when they formed seven 
years ago. 

“It was surreal, eating hot dogs and 
hanging out with [Nowell’s father],” Sul¬ 
livan says. “I’m still influenced by that band 
today, and to get their endorsement, wow! 
That was one of the biggest moments of 
my life.” 

With a busy slate of shows, in addition 
to a slew of new material on the way, this 
could be the beginning of a long run of 
memorable moments for Seedless.

G arage rockers SoCal Tennis Pros' 
band house—a quaint, midcentury 
home in the middle of a quiet street 
west of downtown Fullerton—is a 
punk-rock paradise. It's owned by front 
man Carlos Torres, and he has gutted 
the living room and filled it with drums, 
amps, guitars and a PA system. Outside 
the glass sliding doors is a surpris¬ 
ingly clean pool. The cinder-block wall 
that fences in the back yard displays 
a colorful array of graffiti, and on any 
given weekend, the patio hosts beer- 
and-barbecue parties forthe Pros and 
their friends, many of whom are familiar 
faces on OC's DIY music scene. "Our 
practices consist of wax hits, booze, 
shit talking, occasional jumps in the 
pool, brainstorming and a shitload of 
laughing," Torres says. 

Afun-but-productive unit, SoCal Tennis 
Pros have been tearing up the local scene 
this year with two EP releases and con¬ 
stant gigs on the dive-club/underground- 
venue circuit. They're gearing up to record 
a full-length, with Ikey Owens (of the 
Mars Volta fame) already enlisted as the 
producer. Torres expects a February 2014 
release, and he couldn't be more stoked. 

"We are going N.W.A on this bitch," 
Torres says in reference to how the band 
is tapping into West Coast inspiration for 
the new record. "I don't want to give away 
too many surprises, but I can say the cali¬ 
ber of musicianship in the songs will have 
everyone getting down and dirty." 


Torres moved to Fullerton from Long 
Beach almost three years ago and 
immediately began forming the band, 
almost by coincidence. "I went to the 
neighbors' house to tell him that I play 
music and to not call the cops," Tor¬ 
res says. "Turns out he was a drummer 
from Texas who had just moved down 
here. We smoked a shit load of weed 
and jammed that day. That was it for 
us—we knew." 

After drummer John Ericson, he found 
guitarist Riley Youngdahl (also in Chad 
and the Meatbodies) at an epic party 
at the house. "Riley blacked out at a 
party I had. I didn't know of him until the 
next day, when he hit us up—he had 
woken up [at his house] wearing a bunny 
mask," Torres recalls. "He came over 
and returned it to us. I was on 'shrooms, 
met him and started jamming with him." 
The band's sound is defined in part by 
Youngdahl's approach to guitar, with 
his angular riffing and chord inversions 
uncommonly used in garage rock (see: 
"Sour" from the Fault EP). 

About bassist Sean Rodriguez, Tor¬ 
res only says, "He'd rather party than 
answer questions about himself." When 
it comes to having a good time, SoCal 
Tennis Pros go pretty hard. 

Earlierthis month,the band added a 
series of photos from a trip to Vegas to 
their Facebook page; nothing incriminat¬ 
ing—the guys are actually pretty careful 
about this since one of them has a suc¬ 
cessful career doing social work—but 
it's evident from the twisted grins, sun¬ 
rise photos and hats fashioned from a 
Dos Equis 12-pack box that it was a Fear 
and Loathing-style weekend. 

"I personally came back with a clear 
head," Torres says about the trip. "Ras¬ 
putin said you have to sin to wash away 
your guilt of the sinning. Gotta lose your 
mind sometimes to come back to what 
is real."

This Huntington Beach dive went from sex den 

to opium den 


H untington Beach’s greatest cabbie 
is always good for a history lesson. 
Ace from Fat Taxi has been driv¬ 
ing home drunks like me in this city for 30 
years, so he has seen bars come and go— 
and knows the good dirt on them, too. One 
night about a year ago, I told Ace to drop 
me off at Bar Hookup off Beach Boulevard. 
It was recommended by Drak, the scratchy- 
voiced owner of Vinyl Solution record store 
down the road. 

“Oh, that place isn’t Bar Hookup 
anymore,” Ace said. “It’s now called 
Shanghai’d Room.” 

Ace then recalled the pedigree of this 
location: It used to be a shady massage 
parlor that got raided by the cops years ago. 
You don’t get these choice background tid¬ 
bits from a Yellow Cab ride, that’s for sure. 

The roadside sign for the place doesn’t 
say, “Shanghai’d Room,” instead announc¬ 
ing, “COOL BAR.” Sure, it may be cocky 
advertising, but it certainly isn’t false. The 
space is pretty tiny and lit by a dark, red 
hue. The decor features Chinese lanterns 
hanging from the ceiling, vintage opium 
posters and a couple of bottles with dead 
snakes stored inside—creepy cool. 

The televisions don’t play sports, but 
rather foreign films with ludicrous fake 
subtitles and the whimsical alien cult- 
classic cartoon film Le Planete Sauvage. 

The bar only serves beer and wine, making 
do with its limited license by hosting an 
ever-changing selection of import and craft 
beers and clever cocktails made from rice- 
based liquors. Among the tasty concoctions 
is the cilantro-and-chile margarita—both 
spicy and savory. 

One night at the Shanghai’d, I was sit¬ 
ting with a group of friends when a skinny 
guy with a thick beard and curly mop 
announced to the crowd there was going 
to be a standup comedy night. My friends 
and I looked at one another and quietly 
groaned, as amateur comedy nights can be 
particularly painful. 

Comedians go up to the mic in the 
center of the room and do their thing for 
a few minutes each. After the third or so 
act, I remember thinking, “Wait a min¬ 
ute ... these people are actually funny. 
Where are the awkward pauses and gen¬ 
erous half-chuckles from the audience 
I’ve seen at every other amateur comedy 
night at a dive bar? The crowd is genu¬ 
inely laughing!” 

Here are some samples from a recent 
Comedy Den night: 

“I recently had to sell blood for overdraft 
fees,” said a dude wearing a dark hoodie, a 
forest-green bandana tied around his head. 
“I’m not sure if I believe in the ‘invisible 
hand of the market,’ but I’m getting fisted 
by it.” He continued, “I stopped study¬ 



ing philosophy 
because that’s the 
study of becom¬ 
ing the world’s 
smartest home¬ 
less person.” 

“I’ve been 
doing a lot of cry¬ 
ing lately,” said 
a slick-haired 
guy in a leather 
jacket, explaining 
that his girlfriend 
recently left him. 
“I wanna give a 
shout-out to sluts 
for making this transition easier.” Later, 
he asks, “Anyone here into rap music?” 
and after a few hoots from the crowd in 
response, “No minorities in here, huh?” 

And the aforementioned curly topped 
host, Evan Cassidy, mused about his car 
during one of his trips to the mic: “The 
Prius is an unshaven-pussy magnet.” 

In such close quarters, the Comedy Den 
is a haven for hecklers—and Shanghai’d 
Room is the place where smartasses run 
wild and say whatever they want (even 
I’m guilty of it here). There was the girl 
who yelled out about how she was gay, and 
then not really, and then, “Okay, just kid¬ 
ding, I really am gay.” After she yelled out 
during a few guys’ sets, she left, only to be 
replaced by a new wiseguy named Jeff who 
was wearing an Angels cap. He was happy 
to lend a hand to a comedian who hadn’t 
gotten a recent laugh. He was only helping, 
he said! 

After one too many wisecracks, he 
was invited up to the mic to see how 
funny he really was. “I’ve got three min¬ 
utes, and everyone here hates me,” he 
began. He rambled on for a while about 
how his fingers smelled like pussy. He 
ended his impromptu set with, “What 
did the fish say when he swam into the 
wall? Damn.”
